The  1%"  bulbs  will  produce  excellent  large 
blooms  that  develop  earlier  than  those  grown  from  smaller  corms.  The  %"  size  will  bloom  but  the  flowers  will  be  smaller  and  will  open  later 
than  those  from  large  bulbs.  Bulblets  will  not  ordinarily  bloom  the  first  season.  These  are  offered  to  enable  customers  to  obtain  stocks  of 
varieties  at  a  minimum. 

My  offerings  are  again  classified  under  their  recognized  types,  i.  e.,  the  Grandiflorus,  the  Primulinus,  and  the  Primulinus-Grandiflorus. 
And  after  the  name  of  each  variety  is  stated  in  abbreviation,  its  type.  The  Grandiflorus  type  comprises  the  large  flowered  sorts  with  widely 
opened  flowers  produced  on  heavy,  thick  stems.  To  the  Primulinus  type  belong  the  smaller  flowered  varieties,  of  extremely  delicate  color¬ 
ings  produced  on  slender,  wiry  stems.
